A powder company sends a stock to a 
convenient spot “near the slope or shaft 
of the colliery, with @ man in charge to 
deliver it to the miners: as they require 
it. The operator pays at© the close of the 
month for what has been used at the rate 
of §& cents to $1 a keg, deduc ting $2.75 a keg 
from the wages of the men. which are gen- 
eral jv paid monthly, and about a month 
afte, they are due, despite a state law re- 
quiring semi-monthly payments. 

In other words, the operators need very 
little actual cash to pay out to their men, 
their greatest expense being for supplies. 
an Some instances they have been lucky 
enough to have considerable cities spr ‘ing 
up on the arid ground above their mines: 
then they form land companies and credit 
profits to other soureces—cosal being but 
one item in great commercial enterprises. 

There is but one anthracite coal fie id, and 
its area is limited. There are many bitu- 
minous fields scattered ove the (United 
States, with keen competi ition in selling the 
product. While the anthracite prices fluc- 
fuate. the reason for the changes is hard 
to discover. The bituminous prices vary 
as operators force their coal upon the 
market, getting what they can for it. 

A great portion of the: worid gets along 
witbout anthracite, w hie h is distinctively a 
luxury. The operators have combined to 
keep up the prices, mai: itaining the profit 
at each step and not being Satistied now 
with what they had in the naet. 

Some idea of the advantages reaped by 
operators from the increase may be ob- 
tained from the result of the work recently 
done by the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Co.. which controls the collieries in the 
Panther Creek district. The strikers have 
thus.-far failed in thef efforts to close 
the Panther Creek mines, where 4200 men 
have been kent at work. In fhe month 
of September, 126.000 tons ef ex al were pro- 
dliced there, and in the first half of Octo- 
ber 90,000 tonsa. Of these 210,000 tons, about 
one-half was sold under contracts al- 
ready made and presumably at a good rate 
The rest was disposed of in the open mar- 
ket at an increase of fro m $l to $2 a ton

OW that fresh vegetables are nearly 
back to the old reliable potatoes, it 


SOUTHERN STYLE.—Take one 
tablespoon each of lard and butter, and let 
heat in a stewpan or small kettle.

Fry in a spider in nearly one-half inch of 
fat, made very hot go that ft will not be 
absorbed. The edges should be crisp and 
the whole cake a rich brown. 

POTATO CROQUETTES.—To well sea- 
soned mashed potatoes add a little célery, 
salt and onion juice. Add the beaten yolk of 
an egg to each pint of potatoes, and a little 
chopped parsley.

CHARGED WITH ASSAULT 


Scmmons Not Signed by Judge or 
Clerk, but a Change of Venue 
Has Been Taken. 


This is the story of how a _ policeman 
acted as attorney in a case that should 
mever have been brought into court: 

James H. Powell of 1444 Lucretia av- 
enue was summoned to appear in the Day- 
ton Street Police Court without warrant 
of law. He did not know that the sum- 
mons served on him was not worth the 
paper it was written on and he asked for a 
change of venue to the Wyoming Street 
Police Court. The record of the case sent 
down to the Wyoming street court by of- 
ficials of the Dayton street court was le- 
gally valueless. In all probability the 
case will be dismissed on the ground that 
the papers forwarded from the Dayton 
Street Police Court are worthless. 

The central figures in the case were 
Patrolman Himeles of the Ninth district 
and Patrolman Stengal of the mounted dis- 
trict. 

Himeles lives at 5591 Wells avenue. His 
son Samuel was the prosecuting witness. 
It was alleged that Powell had assaujted 
oung Himeles.
